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Haiti's “Emperor Jones’ 


IST swirled about the moun- 
tain, as up the steep lime- 
stone road came a queer 


procession, all negroes, 

some in the elaborate uni- 
forms of the time of Napoleon, one 
with his head wrapped in bloodstained 
bandages—all taking turns carrying 
a hammock in which a very tall negro 
lay, a small round hole in his fore- 
head. The road suddenly leveled out 
and then like a curtain in a theater 
the fog parted and the final act of one 
of history’s greatest dramas began. 

There rising hundreds of feet above 
them were walls of yellow brick stud- 
ded with row on row of black mouthed 
cannon and even as these tired refu- 
gees halted in relief one of the larger 
monsters burst forth in a sheet of 
flame, the noise echoing for minutes 
in the deep valleys—the morning gun 
of the strongest fortress in the west- 
ern hemisphere, second only to Gibral- 
tar in all the world. For this was the 
citadel La Ferriere, stronghold of the 
Kingdom of Haiti and the talk of Eu- 
rope. Now nearly completed, its 14 
years of construction had cost over 
20,000 lives. Built to the command of 
the greatest man of his race to insure 
the independence of his country should 
Napoleon’s troops return, it had be- 
come a tyrant’s plaything. 

Henri Christophe had been a slave 
on a French ship aiding the Ameri- 
cans at the siege of Savannah, there 
to dream that he might establish in 
his people a pride in their race, that 
they too could build a nation. But his 
chance didn’t come until 1805 when he 
became President of the new Republic 
of Haiti but thwarted by Vice-Presi- 
dent Petion’s jealousy he formed the 
northern districts into a kingdom with 
himself as ruler. Now he was 50 years 
old and in his haste to build up the 
country he became a tyrant, punishing

severely all who delayed his plans— 
many being thrown from the parapet 
of the citadel into the 700 foot abyss 
of Grand Boucan. But a stumble in 
a church brought to naught all his ef- 
forts, for he became paralyzed from 
the waist down. Heretofore his tow- 
ering figure was sufficient to cow his 
enemies but now Alexander Petion 
marched against him, Christophe’s 
troops joining the vengeful President, 
and so, one evening Christophe as he 
lay helpless on his bed in the great 
palace of Sans Souci hears the mob 
approaching through the halls, shat- 
tering the great mirrors, shouting 
“Morte au Christophe”’—“Death to 
Christophe.” Then he reaches for that 
pistol prepared so many years ago 
with its silver bullet... 


. .. Within the Citadel on the fol- 
lowing morning just as the travel 
stained refugees approach, the day’s 
work was commencing. In the dun- 
geons jailers gave meager rations to 
prisoners, many of whom had not seen 
daylight for years; on the parade 
ground the garrison was lining up for 
roll-call and masons were mixing a 
pit of lime; in the Galleries of the 
King artillerists were recharging the 
huge gun—but the prisoners are 
doomed to starve to death, the roll- 
call is destined never to be read, the 
lime never to cement the walls of La 
Ferriere for the sentry over the single 
gate is watching the little group ap- 
proach—they pass under him and then 
horror stricken he recognizes he who 
lays in the hammock with the small 
round hole in his forehead. Dropping 
his gun, the sentry runs to the parade 
ground—all eyes turn toward him, the 
officer with roll-call in hand hesitates, 
“Le Roi est mort!”—“the King is 
dead!” shouts the sentry and in a mo- 
ment the fortress is in a tumult. Out 
the gate, past officers vainly attempt- 


ing to stop them, past the carriers 
with their hammock, soldiers and 
workmen run and in a few minutes 
only a small group of officers and 
faithful servants remain. 

“There is no time for burial,” one 
says, “remember how they tore Des- 
salines to pieces”—‘Petion would 
hang the body in the square at Port- 
au-Prince’—“we must place him 
where he will be beyond reach’—one 
glances at the lime pit, “it will be 
hard in an hour.” Four of them take 
the body, gently swing it into the pit 
and in a few moments the features of 
Henri I, King of Haiti, have disap- 
peared forever, except by some freak 
a huge clenched fist protruded from 
the hardened lime, a symbol as it were 
of his power. 

... fourteen years of labor, the lives 
of tens of thousands of his country 
men, the expenditure of fabulous sums 
of gold,—all were brought to nothing 
by a carelessly laid brick in the church 
at Limonade. But his efforts did in- 
still a little of that pride of race he 
had hoped, for ever since he has been 
called not the King, but “L Homme” 
—“The Man.” The jewel of the West 
Indies has ever since remained uncon- 
quered, just as it defeated Napoleon 
and Christophe and those who tried to 
succeed them. Today only the tourist 
wanders through the ruins of the pal- 
ace of Sans Souci, once a replica of 
Versailles, and the great citadel that 
has survived earthquake and tropical 
storm for over a century. *** “The 
best laid plans of mice and men go oft 
awry” indeed.

The Mother's Day Stamp 





The Post Office Department an- 
nouncement of the stamp for Mother’s 
Day gave the wrong date, stating that 
Mother’s Day fell on May 12 this year 
which is said to be the twentieth an- 
niversary of the proclamation of Pres- 
ident Wilson establishing a national 
Mother’s Day. 

Mother’s Day comes on a Sunday 
and the nearest Sunday to the 12th is 
the 13th of May. 

The Editor of Linn’s Weekly wrote 
a letter of congratulation to Mr. Far- 
ley on the decision to issue this stamp 
which we feel is one of the most 
worthy issues yet proposed. Our let- 
ter also contained a suggestion that 
the stamp bear a motto “Write a Let- 
ter to Mother”. It was suggested that 
this motto be posted in the post offices 
throughout the nation during the week 
prior to Mother’s Day and that the 
stamps be placed on sale not later than 
the 8th or 10th of May in all post- 
offices throughout the country in order 
that they might be procured in suffi- 
cient time for the man in the east 
or west to use them on letters to his 
mother

Stamp News This Week 





The Michigan Stamp Club, Detroit 
Air Mail Society and the Detroit Coin 
Club will hold an annual joint exhibi- 
tion April 7-8 at the Fort Wayne 
Hotel in Detroit. 

A newspaper item from the De- 
troit News carries this information 
and the balance of the article is de- 
voted to a brief statement of certain 
exhibits that will be made. But two 
lines are devoted to stamps while nine 
lines of copy are devoted to coins. 

Our object in calling attention to 
this is that in our experience where 
joint exhibitions of stamps, coins, cu- 
rios, etc., are held, somehow or other 
the stamps are usually given the 
worst end of the deal and we would 
suggest to the Detroit Stamp men 
that they take immediate steps to 
guard against such a happening. 

It is unreasonable that such should 
be the case, but such it is. We as 
stamp collectors know that there are 
one hundred stamp collectors to every 
coin collector, that the volume of in- 
vestment and business turnover is 
about in the same proportion, yet the 
gullible public stand up on their hind 
legs and rave about a gold or copper 
coin and overlook entirely a postage 
stamp, just the same as “Aunt Sarah” 
saved the old copper 2 cent pieces that 
erandma had but she burnt all the old 
letters that grandpap sent back from 
the war.

A General Collection 





I have talked with other collectors 
and have read many articles as to 
what to collect and how to collect, and 
in almost all cases they tend to spe- 
cialize in some way or other. 

I am nothing but an aimless general 
collector and have not the least de- 
sire to complete any special issue or 
obtain any rare stamp. My col- 
lection of about ten thousand foreign 
stamps contains the cheapest varie- 
ties spread all over the world, and 
they did not cost me nearly as much 
as collecting about five hundred Uni- 
ted States Stamps, but what a lot 
of fun I have had out of them. 

I said I did not specialize, but I 
must qualify that a little. My pref- 
erence is for used stamps. Always, 
the “used” stamp has had a fascina- 
tion for me. It has done its work 
and has carried some message. I open 
my book to Norway and Sweden, and 
think of the people who had sent those 
messages from those cold northern 
countries; some forgotten, some nev- 
er forgotten, some frivolous, earnest, 
sad or happy. Then, I turn to the hot 
countries of Africa with a feeling of 
curiosity as to how their messages 
may differ from other parts of the 
world, yet probably no different, since 
our emotions are the same through- 
out the world. 


I do not know of ever having talked 
to anyone who had these thoughts 
about a used stamp, consequently was 
very much surprised to read such 
thoughts expressed from a totally un- 
expected source, although in different 
language than I could have expressed 
it. 

The other evening, while visiting 
the Public Library, I picked up a 
book called “Aliens”, written by Wil- 
liam McFee, and turning over the 
pages came to the following para- 
graph: 

“Van Roon in Chelsea used to 
say that: A man’s mind was like 
a chamber papered with used 
postage stamps. Examine them 
separately and they were of no 
value; they were merely cancelled 
symbols of forgotten messages. 
View them as a whole and they 
formed an interesting and con- 
fusing composition. The Great 
Decorator has arranged us with- 
out regard to our individual mer- 
its or past intrinsic values. We 
are but points of color in His 
immense and arbitrary arrange- 
ment.”

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General Collector Wins 
Highest Award 





Charles Curie, prominent lawyer of 
New York city, was crowned cham- 
pion philatelist of the United States, 
at the banquet of the National Stamp 
Exhibition, sponsored by the Ameri- 
can Philatelic Society, at the Hotel 
Astor, Saturday night, February 17. 

The presentation of the grand prize 
trophy, a thirty-three inch high bronze 
figure of the Winged Mercury, was 
the high spot of the banquet, which 
was attended by several hundred 
stamp collectors from all parts of 
the country. In addition to this 
award, thirty-three gold, silver and 
bronze medals were presented to phil- 
atelists exhibiting the best section ex- 
hibits at the National Stamp Exhibi- 
tion, held at Rockefeller Center. The 
show, which opened February 10, 
closed at 10:30 o’clock Sunday night. 
Alfred F. Lichtenstein, chairman of 
the board of judges, made the awards. 

A feature of the banquet was the 
two-way radio conversation between 
toastmaster former Secretary of State 
Bainbridge Colby, and Rear Admiral 
Richard Byrd, 12,500 miles away in 
Little America. This was heard over 
a Columbia Broadcasting System 
hook-up at 10 P. M. 

Speakers at the banquet included 
Clinton B. Eilenberger, third assist- 
ant Postmaster General; Rear Ad- 
miral Frederic R. Harris, Laurence B. 
Mason and Theodore E. Steinway. 
Vilhjalmur Stefansson, noted Arctic 
explorer and author, was among the 
guests of honor. 

The grand award was presented to 
Curie for his general collection of the 
19th Century, voted the best display 
among the 410 entered at the exhibi- 
tion. We consider it of great sig- 
nificance that a general collection of 
postage stamps won the highest award 
at this Exhibition.

ANOTHER The second volume of 
REAL BOOK the King-Johl book on 

20th century issues of 
United States Stamps is at hand from 
the publisher, H. L. Lindquist, 100 
Sixth Avenue, New York. This vol- 
ume treats on the Commemoratives 
from 1923 to 1933 and includes all 
items up through the late Kosciusko 
stamp. 

Like the preceding volume issued 
about a year ago, this volume is the 
last word on the stamps which it 
features. Messrs King and Johl have 
had access to the records which have 
enabled them to tell the history of 
the various stamps from the time 
their issue was first suggested, 
through the selection of the design 
which includes the review and discard- 
ing of numerous proposed designs, 
many of which are illustrated. The 
production and issue of the stamp, 
lists of plate numbers, a study of the 
plates with notes on varieties, cracks, 
reentries and everything of the sort 
that appeals to the rabid specialist in 
United States Stamps. 

To the real collector, a book of this 
type is far more desirable, far more 
valuable and far more necessary than 
a catalogue for here is the real story 
of the stamp. 

The book contains over 250 pages 
7x10 inch in size, handsomely bound 
in cloth and should be in the library 
of every stamp collector who wishes to 
know about his stamps.

ANONYMOUS We get lots of them. 
LETTERS Right now there is 

before us a scathing 
denunciation of Postoffice Officials re- 
garding wrongs and fancied wrongs in 
connection with the issue of the Im- 
perf Byrd Sheets. Whether there is 
any foundation of fact behind the re- 
marks made is more than we know, 
lacking proof, we can not print such 
material. The inference is made how- 
ever that sheets of the Byrd Stamps 
printed on the exhibition press at the 
National Stamp Exhibition from a 
plate other than the one from which 
the stamps on sale were printed, might 
be let out from various sources. 

We can readily agree with the 
writer that none of these sheets 
should be released. On the other 
hand, we could as readily recommend 
that sheets from that plate could be 
offered for sale through the Agency 
just as the other sheets are sold and 
such a proceeding would be a simple 
way to block any possible financial 
gain should there have been a leak in 
the original printing from the exhibi- 
tion press. 

Our correspondent also points out 
the fact that the Postoffice Depart- 
ment in the case of the late Exhibi- 
tion, pulled a boner by establishing a 
postoffice within a room where there 
was a charge for admission. Person- 
ally we think such a complaint is un- 
founded and unjust. This office was 
established for a definite purpose and 
not for public patronage. 


WE SAID Last week, we used up 
OUR SAY considerable space in ex- 
plaining how we believe 
a Federation of Stamp Clubs should 
be organized. Had we not had a very 
strong belief that our suggestions 
were such as to bring the most bene- 
fit to the local member of a stamp 
club we should not have used the 
space. For the time being we will be 
content to consider what our readers 
think of the plan and shall not use 
further space in discussing it. 

Our principal object was to point 
out the fact that the greatest good 
any stamp collector can get out of 
stamp club membership can come from 
his local club and from other associa- 
tions with stamp collectors within a 
short distance from his home town. 
It was with a view to pointing out 
these facts and encouraging organiza- 
tions that could be as compact as 
possible within a close territory that 
we have given space to this matter. 
There is much more that can be done 
by federations of stamp clubs than 
mere polls on events of national im- 
portance. 

Matters of national importance that 
are of vital interest to stamp col- 
lectors are few and far between while 
matters of importance to the individ-

PRINTERS The Code governing the 
CODE printing industry has 

been signed. It was 
scheduled to go into effect Monday, 
February 26. At this date we do not 
know just what is in it for we have 
not seen a copy of the final draft. 
Stamp collectors may wonder what 
business such discussion has in a 
stamp collectors magazine, but this 
code if enforced, will have a very 
great bearing on stamp collecting 
through the various philatelic publi- 
cations. 

There are today, stamp publications 
being printed and selling advertising 
space at a price below what it would 
actually cost to produce the printed 
publication in an office operating un- 
der this code. Thus with enforce- 
ment of the code, such publications 
will be obliged to greatly increase 
rates or fold up.

Strictly speaking there are not 
supposed to be such animals, but like 
every other rule or law there are those 
who delight in winking at said law 
or just plainly ignoring it, for it can- 
not be denied that there exists many 
precancels that have full gum on the 
back and have not served postal duty 
either. In the minds of the novice or 
amateur I want to settle this idea, 
that BECAUSE A PRECANCEL HAS 
GUM ON THE BACK OR IS MINT 
THAT IT IS NOT WORTH MORE 
THAN IF IT HAD NO GUM. The 
fact that it is mint to many conscien- 
tious collectors lessens the desirabili- 
ty of the stamp in their eyes, because 
they know that some funny business 
has went on or such stamps could not 
have appeared.
